There is no panic among the officials 


here in Washington, and they are not 
hunting for any trouble in China, but 
they are quite well aware of the fact that 
the TTnitedStates must contribute several 
thousand well equipped fighting "troops, 
and it would not be surprising if this 
country should be called upon to furnish 
a full division of 10,000 men for servica 
in the Flowery Kingdom. 


The jealousies of European govern- 


ments, are such that it is quite possible 
for the general command of the allied 
troops to be given to an American,, and 
for this reason an officer of high JJrank 
will be selected from those now in the 
Philippines. 


Poiverfi Semliug More Aid 


In the meantime the different 
Euro- 


pean nations interested are making more 
and more elaborate arr&ngements for 
sending troops and warships to China. 
It is now announced that 10.000 men 
will be sent by " England from India 
alone, which force, added to the'marines 
and other troops, will give the queen a 
representation of from 13,000 to 15,000. 


Add to these the 30,000 Kussians 


which are said to be sent to Port Arthur, 
15,000 Japanese, 5,000 Americans, 5.000 
Germans, 5,000 French and 2,000 Ital- 
ians, it is oasy to see the estimate made 
in some of the London papers yesterday 
that the allied powers will have 40,000 
men on the scene before the trouble is 
settled is wide of the probable mark, but 
that even 80,000 troops may be none too 
many if the late reports from Shanghai 
even \erge on the truth,

Sophie Chotek is the fifth child of 


Count Bohuslav Chotek, who comes of 
an old Bohemian family, and who was 
the Austrian envoy in turn in Stuttgart, 
St. Petersburg,' Madrid, Brussels, and 
Dresden. Sophie was born in 1868 in 
Stuttgart, -and is five years younger than 
Franz Ferdinand.

Exports and Imports. 


PREVIOUS 
EEOOEDS SUEPASSED 


Exports "Will DC Nearly $1,500,000, 


OOO — Imports, "WJiieli A3»o Hnv 
Been Heavy, Were Largely Com 
posed of. Slow Materials For MUUTI 


Tho commerce of tlio United State 


in tlie fiscal 3^ear which eiuis with thi 
month will by far exceed that of :m; 
preceding year, its exports will surpass 
those of anj- earlier year by more than 
§150,000,000, and its exports of-mania 
factures will exceed those of any pre 
ceding year by more than $75.000.000 
Its imports, owing to the demands o 
the lufium'ncturers of the country fo 
foreign raw material for use iu thei 
industries, will also be large. 
Raw 


silk, unmanufactured fibers, crude rub 
ber, hides and skins, pig tin for use iu 
tin plate establishments, cabinet wood 
and the. finer grades of cotton and the 
coarser grades of wood all show 
large increase as compared with pre 
ceding years. The value of uuinanu 
iactured silk imported will be uearlj 
50 per cent in excess of thnt of the 
preceding year and more than double 
that of the fiscal yenr '1S07. Raw cot 
ton shows an increase in quantity o 
50 per cent over ISOO, unmanufactured 
fibers an increase of 25 per cunt over 
ISOO .and 100 per 'cent over 1SOS, tuuT 
hides and skins sljow an increase of 25 
per cent over ISOO and CO per cent ovei 
1SOS. 


It is ou the export side, however, that 


the year makes its greatest record 
The total exports for the 11 months of 
the year amount to $1,280,214,534, aud 
should the June figures prove as large 
as those of May, whicjh are just re- 
ceived, it would bring tlio total up to 
$1,400,000,000, or $178,000,000 preatei 
than the banner year 1800. 
" 


As to the details of this wonderful 


year every class of articles shows an 
Increase.. Manufactures, as already in- 
dicated, will show an increase of more 
than $75,000,000, products of agricul- 
ture will show an increase of nearly 
§50,000,000, products of the mine an in- 
crease of nearly $10,000,000, those of 
the forest about an equal sum, fisheries 
are $2,000,000 larger than 'last year, 
and the miscellaneous class shows a 
marked increase. Probably the largest 
increase is in manufactures of iron and 
steel, though cotton will show a con- 
siderable increase owing to tie mark- 
ed, advance, in price. Nearly all grades 
of manufactures of iron and steel show

Steel rails in the ten 


mouths ending with April, 1900, in- 
creased from $4,500,000 to $0,500,000, 
structural iron and steel from $1,850,- 
000 in the ten mouths ending April, 
1890, to $2.070,000. wire from 100,000,-

increase in value being from $3,OCC,000 
to $4,951,000, the advance in price be- 
ing much greater than that in quanti- 
ty, and this is true in nearly all grades 
of iron aud steel exports. 


Builders' hardware increased from

rounds in the ten months ending with 
April, 1900, being 77,502,000 against 
37,33G,000 a year earlier.
